Drive Out The Wolves 



For I know this, that after my departing shall grievous 
wolves enter in among you, not sparing the flock. Also 
of your own selves shall men arise, speaking perverse 
things, to draw away disciples after them 
Acts 20:29-30 (KJV) O 

Something that I am trying to battle in the body of Christ is this 
worldly concept that we must not attack false doctrine. If our physical bodies did not have an immune system we 
would die quickly, yet bad doctrine is like a deadly virus in the body of Christ, and we must fight it vigorously.

I have dealt with so called "Christians" who have told me that to tell their friends of other faiths that Christ is the 
only way would be intolerant. I used to think it was because they cared more about the other person's feelings 
than the fact that they are going to Hell! But as devastating a truth as that is, I now realize it is equally because 
many are deathly afraid of and unwilling to endure any amount of suffering for the sake of the Word. These are 
the ones spoken of in Mark 4:16-17 O. 

Preach the word; be instant in season, out of season; reprove, rebuke, exhort with all 
longs uffering and doctrine. For the time will come when they will not endure sound 
doctrine; but after their own lusts shall they heap to themselves teachers, having 
itching ears; And they shall turn away their ears from the truth, and shall be turned 
unto fables. But watch thou in all things, endure afflictions, do the work of an 
evangelist, make full proof of thy ministry.
